Traditional dignity went by the 
board during the trial of Gaga 
Gooclcf \ s. Scarface Googles before 
Kr. Jusuce Brownshields in the 
Superior Coar: of the District. A 
sensation was created whta several 
novel points of law arose for which 
the learned counsel- could find no 
precedent either in the doctrine or 
jurisprudence. The facts in the 
case, commonly referred to as G. 
vs. G. are well-known to all oar 
readers. In an action for separa- 
tion from bed and board. Gaga 
claimed that she had suffered 
grievous insuU when her husband 
had planted h.s boot on one of her 
delicate cunes when she had her 
back turned. 

Defence attorneys, led by the 
great jurist Johannus Dumfree, K.C. 
drew first blooo vher; :r,(r\- were 
able to establish ir.fct t.;.; v, a.; 
badly taken since in the love-ncs: 
of the Googles it was diSiculi to 
distinguish the bed from the board. 
They also brought in evidence as 
to the line character of Scarface. 
To show how popular he was in 
his native city, '.hoy filed aj ex- 
hibitf several ofTi'j.al posteri w.rich 
read: "Wanted in Chicago. Scarface 
Googles. Large Reward." It ap- 
peared upon cross-examination that 
Scarface had come to Montreal for 
his health because of the clima'.e.

To this end nine third-year law 
students of a locjii university were 
called into the witness-stand.

Graham Gould'? vocil rendi- 
tion of hi.* ia\oritc fonc: "Clc- 
nienline my Clementine" was 
the hit of the evening at the 
Lawyers' Rcvite. at Mo\>r Hall. 
February 15. The title of thi? 
year's show was 'Trom the Bed- 
ifidc to the Bar." 

Never has this rendition of "Cle- 
mentine" been equalled. The ten- 
der plaintivencss of Mr. Gould's 
vocal timbre, the subtle massing of 
harmonious rhythms, the flowing 
lines of syncopated pathos, all made 
it quite the most remarkable sing- 
ing of this number we have ever 
seen in Moyse Hall. The audience 
broke into wild applause, and arose 
in a body and sang: "II a gagne ses 
epaulettes." Hundreds of people 
were in tears. Old Shakespeare 
Harry, janitor a: McGill for 30 
years, said: "So 'clp me, I've never 
'eerd anything like it, so 'I "avenl. 
Gawd blimey, but it was beautiful." 
Impressive Opening. 

Tne revue opened with a brilliant 
overture, "Flaming Crimson" com- 
posed by that great lawyer-musi- 
cian, Allan Marcus. It was a magni- 
ficent excursion in contrapuntal 
masses and flowing melodic har- 
mo.-'ies. co.Tibi.Ting the forceful 
strains of the "Red Flag" with the 
tender poignancy of "Let's Ha ? 
One More Kiss Before We Say 
Good-Night." After the applause 
had died dow.n, the composer him- 
self appeared and . said to the 
audience: "I'm glad you applauded 
t.nat music. It certainly was worth 
it. Generally speaking, the average 
audience thinks illogically and acts 
stupidly. The fact that my opus 
was applauded shows that I have 
succeeded in rousing a few people 
to see themselves as I see them. 
Good-night." 

The first sketch of the show was 
8 tableau showing the Law Smok- 
ing Room at mght. Ten students 
are vigorously turning the benches 
upside down and turning the pic- 
tiu-es back to the walls. A huge 
fire, in the centre of the room, Into 
which statutes, and case-reports are 
being hurled provides a magnifi- 
rner.t background for a chorus exe- 
cuting an African war-dance, and 
while tom-toms beat mournfully in 
the back, toe chant ol "Boola boola 
'ooom boom boom" rises to a weird 
howl which pierces the very soul. 
A stick of dynamite Js thrown into 
the flames end soon tlie whole room 
is a raging inferno. The war-dance 
continued with ever-more frenzied 
ecstasy and as the curUin falls, 
Dean i.^me6urier is seen at the oul- 
fC'OTttinued on Page Four.)

"OPEN SHOP " URGED 
IN BRIEF BY C.M.A. 



Tlie Canadian Malefactors 
Association advocated "open 
shop' in a brief submitted to the 
Foglout Go\crnnirnt of this 
province and urged the continu- 
ance of all legislation ensuring 
the open shop principle. An 
historic protector ot unorgan- 
ized labour, the C.M.A. once 
again came to the fore to de- 
fend the rights of the workers. 

Tltc brief says that "em- 
ployées that are not members 
of organised labour bodies 
greatly outnumber actual mem- 
bers of such unions. It has 
been held that these unorgan- 
ized employees have no one to 
represent them, and this being 
so. we believe that the govern- 
ment should not sponsor legis- 
lation which might in any way 
prejudice the rights and lib- 
erties of such employees who 
fall within the category of un- 
organized labour." 

Unless the government con- 
tinues its present favourable 
attitude to the open shop prin- 
ciple, the unorganized workers 
will be exposed to the grave 
dangers of being someday 
represented by an organized 
body.

Mr. Currie of the Department of 
Philosophy will speak at the next 
meeting of the Philosophical So- 
ciety which Ukes place In the 
Union Music Room at 8.1S on Wed- 
nesday.

Mr. Justice Windshield Up- 
holds Application for Inter- 
diction of Mad Psychologist 

In a Judgment ai the Superior 
Court, Mr. Justice Wiitdshleld up- 
held an application for the inter- 
diction of Professor Killem Straight, 
a well known psychologist of the 
now extinct Albanian school of 
thought. His LordshlpX. remarks 
during the trial evoked roars ol 
laughter from a packed courtroom 
audience which usually gathers to 
hear the whimsical effusions of 
.'anility at the expense of harassed 
lawyers. 

"It was contended by the attorney 
for the contestant" said His Lord- 
ship in the judgment, "that the ap- 
plicants have not proved the condi- 
tions of Article 325 of the Civil

A New Law Building 

One Oi tilt rryint need.- oi McGill Uni- 
■versity at liiif time i:- that of a new build- 
ing for thr Lfiw T'aculiy. At prc«rni. tili^ 
.faculty is obliged to use the two iippermo.^t 
ifloors of the rickety old East Wing, a 
structure which ir not only nearly a cen- 
^my old but wat not even built to .«ene 
IE a unit of a great university. For it -was 
originally intended, a.- if well known, to 
serve as the Principal's residence. When it 
was later converted to other uses, the 
rooms, planned lor one purpose, had to be 
made over in thr usual unsatisfactorj^ way, 
an order that they nucni serve other pur- 
3)oses. 

The conditions in the two floors oc- 
cupied by liie Law Pacuity are extremely 
unsatisfactor}-. The students' smoking 
Tooni is 01 the mo.ît uninspiring and anaes- 
thetic character, filled as it is with rickety 
old benches, scarred tables, and antiquated 
liictures. Professor î . R. Sctiti !;as on sev- 
,^ rffl occasions poiuted ou; that these sur- 
/^iindings must inevitably ha\x a depress- 
ing effect on students: how much longer, 
one wonders, will they be obliged to coii- 
'tinue to spend thcii' free iiours in tint de- 
moralizing atmosjiiicrcV But this is not all: 
lake tilt .student.-' lofkers. for instmict. 
The niajonty of these lockert are made of 
wood, and it is obvious that in case of fire, 
.overcoats, books, and other personal prop- 
erty would soon go up in a raging inicrnu. 
The walls of the building are anj-thing but 
.•ound-prodf : E j)roft'.sfior lecturing in the 
faculty common room disturbt his col- 
jeagues in their adjoining chambers. Their 
aré only two class-routiik to accommodate 
three classes, and it is frequently neces- 
iiarj- to give lectures in the Library or 
smoking-room. 

Tilt Lau' Librar> nut large enough 
Jlo enable all bouke to be shelved, and many 
•volumes have to be stored in the Engin- 
eering building. Thr: East Wing, as has 
ii)e€n pointed out many times, is the worst 
^ire-trap on the campus. In case of a con- 
jflagration, the valuable Library, worth 
many thousands of dollars would rapidly 
J|0 up in smoke. Some of the volumes arc 
.irreplaceable: yet they arc hourly exposed 
(o the gravest fire hazards. It i.- ndcdWhf 
to mention that large sums of money arc 
ilost to the University annually in extra in- 
.iurancc premiumf; due to the great ritik in- 
volved. But 6omethiug more should be 
.))orne in mind: the insurance premiums 
tpaid on the adjoining hru Building are 
|)^wi&e higher, on account of the proxim- 
ii^^.of the East Wing.

It 
only last Novamber that measures

CHIMPS HOLD FAVOR 
COLLEGE CROP

Columbia, Mo. — Having taught 
both chimpanzees and college stu- 
dents, Guy H. Crook, instructor in 
psychology, says that the apes are 
easier to teach, 

"Some people want to attribute 
human characteristics to aniniaU." 
he said. However, he defended the 
chimpanzees. "It isn't true," he 
said. "Don't confuse Ihe two." 

It has not been proved, he said, 
that animals think. On the other 
hand, no college student has been 
accused of thinking, to say nothing 
o( the charge proved on him, 

"When you give a chimpanzee a 
coconut — providing he has never 
seen a coconut before— he may try 
various ways of open it. If he 
fails, he will come back to it later. 
If one of his neighbors opens one, 
he may learn how to open his— but 
this does itol prove that he thought 
the process out," Mr. Crook elab- 
orated. 

Cliimpaiuees have the edge over 
collegians, he stated, because they 
are motivated. Motivation, taken 
out of psychology class and reduced 
to lerms of apes, college studenU 
and the general public, means "lo 
be induced to do sometlting for a 
reason," 

Chltiipanzecs open coconuts Ui 
hope of a reward- coconut milk and 
moat. College students don'l give 
a damn about busting coconuts be- 
cause they care nothing abo'ul the 
rouard — coconut milk is non- 
alcoholic. 

Crook learned the coconut-open- 
ing tendencies of chimpanzees last 
year, when he worked a-s research 
assistant in the Yale Laboratories 
o( Primate Biology in Orange Park, 
Fla.
